Early in the 
day tie guns of a famous light battert- 
had been trundled, decked like some 
rose-covered chariot at the summer fes- 
tival of flowers, through the winding 
lanes of eager forms and faces, thecaii- 
lioneers almost dragged from the t anks 
by the clasping bancs of men and 
women who seemed powerless to let 
go. With their little brown c*arbines 
tossed jauntily over the lircad blue 
ihoulders. half a regiment of regular 
<-avalry disniounted, had gone, trudg- 
ing down to the doeks. cheered to the 
gateway of the pier by thousands of 
eitizens who seemed to envy the very 
r« cTuits who, only half-unifornicd and 
drilled, brought up the rear ofthecol- 
i!mn. On<*e within the massive wiKjder. 
|»ortals. the guards and sentries holding 
back the inijtorturale crowd, the sol- 
diers flung aside their heavy packs, and

war of the sixties — the order of the Keci 
Cross. I kere at those tables in the dust 
and din of the bustling pieis, in the 
KOOt and beat of the railwa,v station, in 
the jam an«l turmoil at the ferrj* 
houses, in the fog and chill of the sea- 
ward camps, in the fever-haunted wards 
of crowded field hospitals, from dawn 
till dark, from dark till dawn, toiled 
week after week devoted women in 
every grade of life, the wife of the 
millionaire, the daughter of the day 
laborer, the gentle bcrti, the delicately- 
reared, the social pets and darlings, the 
humble seamstress, no one too high to 
stoop to aid the departing soldier, none 
too }K>or or low to deny him cheer and 
sympathy. The war was still young 
then. Sjiain had not lowered her riddled 
standard and sued for peace. Two 
irreat fleets had Im-ch swept from the 
s«as, the guns of Santiago were si- 
lenced. and the stronghold of the ori- 
ent was sulking in the shadow of the 
flag, but there wasstil! soldier work to 
be done, and so long as the nation sent 
its fighting men through her broad 
si’id beautiful gates S-ar Francisco and 
iVe lied Cross stood by with eager, 
i_vi'Ii harids to heap upon the warrior 
nccs of a scort of other slates, even as 
njKrn th<-ir own. every cheer and com- 
fort that wi-iiith could j)urrhast. or hu- 
man symiiathy devise. It was the one 
feature of the war day.- ef ‘‘.»s that will 
never be forgotten. 

-\1 one of the flowc r-deeked tables 
I. ear th< great “stage" that led to the 
main deck of the trano^ooit. a group 
c*f blithe young matrons and pretty 
girls Lad been busily serving iruit. cof- 
fee and liouiiion and substai.tials to 
the troopers, man after man. lur over 
two hours. There was lively chat and 
merry war of words going cn at the 
moment betwe< ii half a tlozeu young 
officers who had had their eves ci. that 
liarticulartableef er since tiu- coniingof 
the command, and wtre now making 
the roost of their opportunities be- 
fore the trumpets should sound the 
assembly and the word be passed to 
move aboard. .\H the heavy baggage 
nnd ammunition had. at last, been swung 
into the held; the guns of the battery 
»had been lowered and securely j 
chocked; the forecastle bead was 
thronged with the red trimmed uni- 
forms of the artillerymen, who hed al- 
ready been embarked and were new 
Jealc-iifcjy olamoring that the troopers 
be ^‘sbQt off * from the further 



minfpfrations of the Red Cross, and 
broadly intimating that it viasn’t a fair 
deal that their rivals sbotild be allovvetl 
a whole additional hour of lingering 
fareweils. 

Liugering farewells there certainly 
wei e. Many a young soldier and many 
a lass “paired ofT" in little nooks and 
toriier.- among the stacks of bales and 
iKixes. but at the table nearest the 
staging all seemed gay go«Hl humor. 
.V merry little woiuuu with straw-col- 
ored hair and pert, lip-tilted nose and 
much vivacity, and ecmploxion, had ap- 
parently taken the lead in the warfare 
of chafT and fnn. Evidently she was 
nu stranger to most of the officers. Al- 
j most as evidently, to a very close ob- 
j .vcrver u ho stoo<l a few paces away, 

I she was no Intimate of the group of 
women who with good right regarded 
that table as their especial and per- 
.'-onal charge. Her Red Cross badge was 
very new; her g^tirb and gloves were 
just as fresh aud spotless. She had 
not been ladling out milk and cream, 
or buttering sandwiches, or pinning 
souvenirs on dusty' blue blouses ever 
since early morning. Other faces 
there showed through all their smiles 
and sweetness the traces of long days 
of unaccustomed work and short nights 
of troubled sleep. Marvelous were Mrs. 
Frank Garrison’s recuperative powers, 
thought they who saw her brought 
home in the Primes’ stylish carriage, 
weak and helpless and shaken after her 
adventure of the previous day. • She 
had not been at the Presidio a week 
and yet she pervaded it. She had never 
thought of such a thing as the Red 
Cross until she found it the center of 
the social firmament after her arrival 
at San Francisco, and here she was, 
the last comer, the foremost (“most for- 
ward’* 1 think some one described it) 
in their circle at one of the most prom- 
inent tables, absorbing much of the 
attention, most of the glory, and none 
of the fatigue that should have been 
equally shared by all.

“Yet there are others!” laughed Mrs. 
Garrison, waving a dainty handkerchief 
toward the troops now breaking into 
column of twos and slowly climbing the 
stage. “Who would want to go with 
that blessed old undertaker? Good- 
by — bon voyage, Geordie,’’ she cried, 
blowing a kiss to the lieutenant at the 
head of the second troop, a youth who 
blushed and looked confused at the at- 
tention thereby centered upon him and 
wlio would fain have shaken his fist, 
rather than waved the one unoccupieii 
hand in perfunctory reply. “When 1 
go Fli chouse a ship with a band and 
broad decks, not any such cramped old 
canal boat as the Portland.” 

“Oh! I thought perhaps your hus- 
band,” began the lady, dubiously, but 
with a significant glance at the silent 
faces about her. 

“Who? Frank Garrison? Heavens! 

I haven't known what it was to have a 
husband — since that poor dear boy 
went on staff duty,” promptly answered 
the diniiniitive center of attraction, a 
merry |)cal of laughter ringing under 
the dingy archway of the long, long 
roof. “Why. the Portland has only one 
stateroom in it big enough for a band- 
bf»x. and of course the general has to 
have that, and there isn’t a deck where 
one couple could turn a slow waltz.

”.\h, but it isn’t.” replied the other, 
gazing wistfullv' about over the tjirong 
of faces, os though in search of som.e 
one sufficient in rank end authorit.v to 
porve her purpose; “We plead ia vain 
with the olllcei'-'bf-thp-guard. He says 



his orders are imperative — to allow no 
one to intrude on that space,” and 
madam looked as though she would 
rather look anv'where than at the ani- 
mated sprite alxiveher. 

“W’liai noaseni?!” shrilled Mrs. ('ar- 
rison, “Here, Cherrv',” she culled vo a 
prettv' girl, standing near the base of 
the pile, “give me luy bag. I’m arm\- 
woman enough to know that order re- 
ferred only to the strt*et crowd that 
soui‘ tirues works iu ou the pier aud 
steals.” The bag was dul.v passed up to 
her.

Proper Renovation ProniptlT Done I 
Prevents Man> .\nncynnees W liich 

l.ator viliBbt Comr. 

1 he ejimlijg of spring suggests to 
the h.uiisekeeper the dsiys of house 
cleaning and that |M*rioil wlien all 
things ii'.ust lie renovated. Sleeping- 
rooms liemaml attention early, lie- 
cause insect p»*sts awake to new life 
with the first beams of the j pring sun. 
itystematie housekeepers make a busi- 
ness of brushing out all the eoruera 
and erc' ices of all bedsteads at this 
season and putting in fresh insect 
powder or moistening all tlie insidi 
jHirtion where vermin may find a lurk- 
ing place with a strong disinfectant. 
If vermin are present this is not 
enough, but it is a sufficient precau- 
tion against their presence. There is 
not the slightest excu.se for the pres- 
ence of insect pests in the country, 
where houses are i.solated. In the city’ 
vile insects can easily travel from one 
house to another, and the battle 
against them must be con.stant. 

It is the fashion to furnish sleeping- 
rooms simply. They should be ideally 
neat, well ventilateil, with sunny win- 
1 dows. where the betlclothes can be 
aired and disinfected by having the 
sun shine on them. Heavy draperies 
impede ventilation.. Carpets gather 
dust, and numberless germs, there- 
fore. The most desirable bedroom 
floors are of hard wood or painted, 
varnished wood, with rugs to cover 
those portions where there is most 
wear. Excellent bedroom rugs that 
are very pretty and durable are made 
of old Ingrain carpets picked apart 
and rewoven into new rugs. The best 
pattern is a simple hit and miss de- 
sign. ‘The cost of making these rugs 
is about one dollar a yard, or the price 
of a new ingrain carpet, but they are 
much heavier and more durable than 
ingrain carpetings. Wall coverings 
should be of delicate, simple design; 
some housekeepers object to wall pa- 
per, and prefer to have their walls 
painted or “tinted in distemjier,” 
which is treated with colored kaliio- 
mine. The kalsomine is more expen- 
sive and no more durable. Enameled 
wood furniture continues to be popu- 
lar. Old wooden bedroom furniture 
ran be refinished in this way: First 

rub off the furniture with sandpaper 
and have it painted over with one or 
two coats of the c lor to be enam- 
eled; then sandpapi r down smooth, 
paint it again and finish in a coat of 
enamel. Be careful the last coat of 
paint is dry liefore adding another. 
Wooden liedsteads are q^ite general- 
ly supersvded by metal bodsteads in 
handsome sleeping-rooms. They are 
mori' easily kept dusted. an«5 bedding 
is more exposed to the air than in a 
wooileii liedstead. — X. Y. Tribune.
